" MIGNON" 


by Ambroise Thomas (1811-1896), a most successful French operatic composer. “ Mignon," his most 
famous work, was first produced in Paris іп 1866. It is based оп Goethe’s “ Wilhelm Meister.” 

Mignon, who as a child of noble birth was stolen by Gypsies, is ordered by Сіагпо, the Gypsy leader, to 
dance in the Court of a German inn. Worn out with her journey, she refuses. Сіагпо is about to beat her, 
when Lothario, harper to a troupe of strolling players, intervenes. The Gypsy then turns on him but Wilhelm 
Meister, a student, who has joined the troupe because of his love of Filina, their leading lady, now inter- 
venes, rescuing both Mignon and the old man. To save Mignon from further persecution, Filina gives money 
to the Gypsies and Mignon, dressed as a page, becomes Wilhelm's attendant. Mignon, who has fallen in love 
with Wilhelm and is jealous of Filina, determines to drown herself in a lake near a castle where the players 
are to perform, but the tones of Lothario's harp deter her. She tells her grief to old Lothario and expresses the 
wish that the castle in which the beautiful actress is playing may be struck by lightning. At last the play is 
over. Filina, coming from the castle, sends Mignon back for some flowers which she has forgotten. But 
Lothario, in sympathy with Mignon, has fired the castle. As the flames grow, Wilhelm rushes into the 
burning building and rescues Mignon. 


In her delirium she reveals her love for Wilhelm. Then it is revealed that Mignon is really Sperate, the long 
lost daughter of Lothario, Marquis of Cipriani, who became a wandering minstrel in order to search for 
her. Filina renounces Wilhelm in favour of another lover (Frédéric) and Wilhelm and Mignon are united. Two 


well-known musical numbers are: Act |—'' Knowest thou that dear land" (Mignon); and Act II—" 1 am 
Titania ” (Filina).
